DO NOT LIMIT CITRUS 


FERTILIZER TO TREE. 


Do you know how the citrus tree 


feeds? The feeding surface of the 
roots is limited to about a quarter of 
an inch of the tip. The tips of the 
roots are continually pushing out. 
Consequently 
the mass of 
fibrous 


roots which gather nourishment for 
the tree are removed from the trunk. 


A great many growers apply fertili- 


zers in a circle or ring beneath the 
tree. The best results cannot be had 
from this method because/ a large 
part of the fertilizers never reach the 
feeding root tips. B. F. Floyd, plant 
physiologist .to the University ot Flor- 
ida experiment station, .suggests that 
the fertilizer be spread over the sur- 
face between the trees and under the 
outer branches. 


The reasons for this suggestion 


are, flrst, because the roots probably 
extend farther out than the igrower 
estimates; 
second, .because 
wide- 


spread fertilising Induces the roqts 
to spread; the tnlrdi because the fer- 
tilizer between the rows induces 
cover crop growth. Furthermore, If 
the cover crop Is turned under, the 
plant food which It has taken up will 
probably be In better form than It 
was originally. 


When a heavy application Is limited 


to a small area under the trees there 
Is more danger of Injury than when 
It la spread over the broader area be- 
tween the rows. Cases have^bsea ob- 
served In which Injury has /been ap- 
parently doe to heavy applications on 
limited apace. This Is especially true

Knowing that two of the girls em-

to the rooms of these two girls. He 
experienced some difficulty in arous- 
ng the sleeping girls, but finally sue- 
ceded in getting them to the sec- 
ond floor of the main building, then 
he awakened his guests 
and told 


hem to hurry from the building and 
ran for the feiwth floor, whece -two 
other girls were sleeping. 


One ot these girls rushed down the 


stairs to safety, but the manager had 
considerable difficulty in making Miss 
Whittenberg realize what she must 
do to save her life. 
When he did 


succeed in getting her started to- 
ward the stairs they found their exit 


-ff by flames and they ran for a 


window over the porch. The man- 
ager leape'd from the window to the 
roof of the porch, but as he Jumped 
and called to the girl to follow, the 
window dropped shut 
behind him. 


The girl was compelled to break the 
glass to make her escape, but before 
she had accomplished this she had 
been terribly burned on the 'arms and 
about the head and shoulders. She 
then jumped to the roof bt the porch 
and both were then compelled to 
slide down a post to the floor of the 


<rch and to the ground.

down the post the burned flesh on 
the girl's arms was terribly lacerated.

Demaree, of Wllmore, 'Kentucky, who 
had conducted the hotel for several 
years, and his loss as well as Mr. 
Brlngham's loss of furnishings, was 
partly covered by insurance. 


By the time the flre was discovered 


it had galaed such headway that no 
effort could be made to save the 
building or any of Its contents. The 
alarm given by the flre whistle and 
locomotive whistles called the atten- 
tion ot the people In this city to the 
flre, but by that time the building 
had bean reduced to ashes. 


The Atlantic hotel was built by 


Mayor W. H. Newell ot thla city and 
was conducted t>y him as a hotel for 
a number of yean. It was flrst built 
as a bit pavilion and was opened to 
the public for the flrst time with a 
big community dance July 4, 18»7. At 
thin time it consisted of but one floor, 
30x<0 feet.

GREAT IRISH POTATO 


CROP IN THIS STATE. 


The bureau ot estimates of the de- 


partment of agriculture has Just Is- 
sued a bulletin showing the acreage 
given by planters of eleven states 
east of the Rocky mountains to early 
Irish potatoes during the seasons of 
1915 and 1»K, and Florida shows a 
larger increase than any other state 
except Texas. 


The report for 191E gives Florida 


an acreage of 14,691, and for 1916, 
15.8M. This Is an Increase of 8.2 
per cent. 
Texas' Increase is 12.5 per 


cent and South Carolina's 
6.7 per 


cent. 
Other states show heavy de- 


creases. Mississippi leading with 33.7 
per cent, while North Carolina is low- 
est In decreases, with 15.4 per cent. 
The report covers the early crops 
alone. 
The total decrease for the 


eleven states is 27,444 acres, or 11.8 
per cent.

TOMATO FRUIT WORM 


CAN BE CONTROLLED. 


The corn ear worm is a versatile 


creature. It has many host plants 
that tide It over until corn is ready. 


The tomato is one of the hosts in 


spring and early summer. 
In thiat 


role It Is known as the tomato fruit 
worm. But It Is not dependent upon 
the fruits alone for food. It is ca- 
pable ot feeding on the leaves until 
the fruits are ready. 


It does not confine Its activities to 


a single fruit but wanders around and 
tastes of many, until it is ready to 
penetrate to the Interior of the young 
tomatoes. 
The results of this wan- 


dering 
habit 
are 
deformed and 


dropped fruits. It Is during the mi- 
grating period that control can be 
effected. After the Insects have en- 
tered the fruits very little food can 
be had from (praying.

DO NOT LIMIT CITRUS 


FERTILIZER TO TREE. 


Do you know how the citrus tree 


feeds? The feeding surface of the 
roots Is limited to about a quarter of 
an Inch of the tip. The tips of the 
roots are continually pushing out. 
Consequently 
the mass of 
fibrous 


roots which gather nourishment for 
the tree are removed from the trunk. 


A great many growers apply fertili- 


zers in a circle or ring beneath the 
tree. The best results cannot be had 
from this method because/ a large 
part of the fertilizers never reach the 
feeding root tips. B. F. Floyd, plant 
physiologist .to the University of Flor- 
ida experiment station, suggests that 
the fertiliser be spread over the sur- 
face between the trees and under the 
outer branches. 


The reasons for this suggestion 


are, flrst, because the roots probably 
extend farther out than the igrower 
estimates; 
second, .because 
wide- 


spread fertilising Induces the roots 
to spread; the third; because the fer- 
tiliser between the rows induces 
cover crop growth. 
Furthermore, if 


the cover crop Is turned under, the 
plant food which It has taken up will 
probably be In better form than It 
was originally. 


When a heavy application Is limited 


to a small area under the trees there 
Is more danger of injury than when 
It Is spread over the broader area be- 
tween the rows. Cases have,been ob- 
served IB which Injury has been ap- 
parently doe to heavy applications on 
limited span. This Is especially true 
of heavy applications of readily avail-

BY FIRE OF UNKNOWN ORIGIN 


MANAGER BRIN6MAN ( 


BURNED AND INJURED 


MISS LOUISE WHITTENBERG AL- 


SO SUFFERS TERRIBLE BURNS 


AND IS HURT IN JUMPING FROM 


BUILDING. 


Fire starting from 
an 
unknown 


cause, but evidently originating in 
.he west wing of tue building, com- 
pletely destroyed the Atlantic hotel 
building at Coronado beach at an ear- 
ly hour liibt Saturday morning. The 
lire was hrst discovered oy Manager 
B. H. Bringman and wlthiu a few 
minutes the whole structure wad en- 
vei&ped in [lames. It burned rapidly. 


Manager Bringman and Miss Louise 


Wuitlenberg, a waitress, were both 
seriousl} burned and injured in mak- 
ing their escape from 
the 
fourth 


floor of the structure and jumping 
to the roof of the veranda on the 
second floor. Both have been con- 
hnofl to thoir beds since, but both are 
gradually improving. 


There were only a small number 


of guests in the hotel at the time 
of the lire and each one of them, as 
well as all of the help, made a suc- 
cessful escape from the burning build- 
ing. 


Just what caused 
the 
fire 
will 


never he known, but it is conbidered 
possible it might have been started 
From a lamp 
Manager Bringman's 


account of the affair is that he had 
been wakeful and restless during the 
night and about 
3 . o'clock in the 


morning he heard the fishermen com- 
ing up from the beach. 
For some 


time after this he lay awake and his 
attention was attracted by an uriufi- 
,ial reflection. Getting out of bed he 
locked down the hall from his room 
on the second floor and discovered 
that the west wing of the building 
was in flames. 


Knowing that two of the girls em- 


ployed in the hotel were asleep in 
this part of the hotel 
he 
hastily 


pulled on a pair of trousers and ran 
to the rooms ot these two gtrls. He 
experienced some difficulty in arous- 
ing the sleeping girls, but finally sue 
ceded in getting them to the sec- 
ond floor of the main building, then 
he awakened his guests 
and told 


hem to hurry from the building and 
ran for the feiwth -floor, whece 4wo 
other girls were sleeping. 


One ot these girls rushed down the 


stairs to safety, but the manager had 
considerable difficulty in making Miss 
Whittenberg realize what she must 
do to save her life. 
When he did 


succeed In getting her started to- 
ward the stairs they found their exit 


^ff by flames and they ran for a 


window over the porch. 
The man- 


ager leape'd from the window to the 
roof of the porch, but as he Jumped 
and called to the girl to follow, the 
window dropped shut 
behind 
him. 


The girl was compelled to break the 
glass to make her escape, but before 
she had accomplished this she had 
been terribly burned on the 'arms and 
about the head and shoulders. She 
then jumped to the roof of the porch 
and both were then compelled to 
slide down a post to the floor of the 


rch and to the ground. In going 


down the post the burned flesh on 
the girl's arms was terribly lacerated. 


Both Mr. Bringman's ankles were 


seriously injured In jumping and he 
has been- unable to use them much 
since. ~

In hurrying through the building to 


awaken his help and guests Manager 


ingman took a sheet from xa bed- 


room and wrapped it about him and 
before he lumped from the 
fourth 


or this sheet caught fire, seriously 


burning his chest, neck and face and 
back before' he could tear it off and 
throw It from him. 


In spite of the bums and Injuries 


Mr. Bringman and one of the other 
girls, who had been only

burned, carried Miss Whittenberg to

TOMATO FRUIT WORM 


CAN BE CONTROLLED. 


The corn ear worm is a versatile 


creature. It has many host plants 
that tide It over until corn is ready. 


The tomato is one of the hosts in 


spring and early summer. 
In this 


role it is known as the tomato fruit 
worm. But it Is not dependent upon 
the fruits alone for food. It is ca- 
pable ot feeding on the leaves until 
the fruits are ready. 


It does not confine Its activities to 


a single fruit but wanders around and 
tastes of many, until it is ready to 
penetrate to the Interior of the young 
tomatoes. 
The results of this wan- 


dering 
habit 
are 
deformed 
and 


dropped fruits. It is during the mi- 
grating period that control can be 
effected. After the Insects have en- 
tered the fruits very little good can 
be had from spraying. 


J. R. Watson, entomologist to the 


University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion, recommends spraying with lead 
arsenate. Use 1 pound of the powder 
or 2 pounds of the paste with SO gal- 
lons of water. If the grower Is spray- 
Ing with bordeaux mixture he may 
add the amounts of lead arsenate 
recommended to each 60 gallons of 
the bordeaux.

EFFECT OF 20 CHOICE 


VOTES; FLORIDA PRI- 
MARY LAW EXPLAINED 


(By C. O. Andrews, Asst. Atty. Gen'l) 


A great many voters believe that 


they weaken or lessen the chance ol 
their first choice candidate by voting a 
second choice authorized by our pres- 
ent primary law. 


This is indicated by the fact that the 


official state canvass of the primary 
election held in 1914 shows that only 
a little more than half of the voters 
expressed their second choice. 


Under our mehod of tallying 
and 
canvassing it is impossible to lessen or 
militate against the chance of his first 
'choice to any degree whatever. 


'Section 60 of the primary law pro- 
vides as follows: 


"It any candidate for an office shall 
receive a majority ot first choice votes 


declared nominated for 
If no candidate shall re- 


he shall be 
such office. 
ceive such a majority of first choice 
votes, then the nomination for such of- 
fice shall be determined by excluding 
from further consideration the candi- 
dacy of all except the two candidates 
who shall have received the greatest 
number of first choice votes, or the 
greatest and equal number of first 
choice votes, and by adding to such 


first choice votes of each of said two 
candidates the second choice votes 
cast 
for 
him by those 
voters 


whose first choice votes shall have 
been cast for any of the candidates ex- 
cluded as herein provided." 
The portion above seems to be the 
least understood of any part ot the 
primary law. The two candidates re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes go 
into what is termed a "second pri- 
mary." In fact, it was intended for and 
has the same results as a second pri- 
mary, as held under the primary law 
of this state prior to 1913. 


We offer the following to sustain our 


assertion that the voter to accomplish 
most with his ballot should always 
vote a second choice. 


If a voter's first choice candidate is 
eliminated, not being one ot the high- 
est first choice men, the second choice 
vote of that voter must be counted 
when cast for either of the two men 
in the "second primary." 


If a voter's first and second choice 
candidates are In the "second prima- 
ry," by reason of their being the two 
highest first choice men, his second 
vote cannot be counted, for the reason 
that this would permit one's second 
choice vote to cancel his first choice. 


When this condition becomes well 


understood it will undoubtedly cause 
a better exression as to political pref- 
rence to come from the voters. In 
fact, the lack of understanding this 
feature has caused a great number of 
voters to cast only a first choice, think- 
ng that by so doing they helped their 


attitude of not bavins any choice be- 
tween any two men left in the race 
which toe writer contend* should be 
the Isolated exception and not the ru 
even In a few instances. 


The tally sheets used In the pre- 


cincts are so arranged that an accu 
rate tabulation and return thereof 
easily made ot all first choice votes . 
as to show for whom the same voters 
cast^aelr second choice. For exampl 
the certificate ot return, where there 
are five candidates for one office, whe 
correctly filled out, shows something 
like the following:

As shown above, B and C being the 
two candidates receiving the highest 
number of first choice votes, are re 
quired to go into the "second primary' 
This being determined, the canvassers 
first eliminated from consideration at 
the second choice votes mentioned in 
(Z) and (3), as they are not to be 
counted, and then they must gather 
B's and C's second choice votes from 
(1), (4) and (5), which may be tabu- 
lated something like the following:

It is self-evident that a voter may 
ose both his first and second choice

Section 8 of chapter 6874, act* of 


1915, amending the Bryan Primary law 
ot 1913, read* as follow*: 


'Section 8. That section 51 of the 


said act be amended so as to read a* 
follow*: 


"Section 62. In the event more than 
one candidate to to be nominated tor 
the same office and there are more can,, 
dldates than should be nominated 
therefor, there shall be a* many 
groups ot candidates for that particu- 
ar office a* there are candidates to 
je nominated, and each candidate for 
such'office, in addition to the sworn 
statement required by section 2 here- 
of, shall indicate therein the group 
which he desires his name to appear 
on the ballot, and said group* shall Be 
numerically designated. Provided, how- 
ever, that candidates for delegates to 
national conventions shall not be nont- 
nated by groups, but by a plural vote." 


The above amendment to section 62 


will simplify the canvass, as the vot- 
ers in each group will be counted, ex- 
actly as In the manner provided where 
only one candidate Is to be nominated.

FUNSTON CflUGHT 
FILIPINOS'LEADER 


Mai Eipectad to Get Villa Used 


Stntejy on AguioaMo. 


HIS REPORT ON THE EXPLOIT 


Pressed Chieftain's Fornrar Aides Into 


Service and Took Him by Surprise. 
Captured Pap*r* ef the Chief and 
Deceived Him Into Believing R.-.n 
forcomenU War* Arriving. 


Frederick Funston, who directs the 


Mexican expedition, Is the youuges 
major general In the United States 
army. Be was born in Ohio and reared 
on a Kansas farm. He had been a re- 
porter, a botanist, an Alaskan explor 
er and a nllbusterer and soldier of for 
tune in Cuba before finding his voca 
tion In the regular army. He joined 
the American volunteer forces during 
the Spanish-American war. 
Havim 


been instrumental In the captnre o! 
Agninaldo in the Philippine* he was 
promoted to a brigadier generalship 
He commanded the forces which occu 
pled Vera Cruz and was made a major 
general In recognition of his services 
In that emergency. 


When Funston captured the Filipino 


chieftain, EmlUo Aguinaldo, In 1901 be 
sent to Washington the following offl 
'clal report of his exploit: 


"On Jan. 14 a special messenger of 


Agulnaldo's headquarters at Palawan 
bearing letters to different generals of 
his command and to insurgent cbiefs 
asking lor re-enforcements to be sen' 
him, 
gave himself up to Lieutenant 


Taylor of the Twenty-fourth infantry 
who immediately sent him to me ul 
San Isldro. 


"He aNo bad valuable correspond 


ence which gave us information as to 
the whereabouts and the strength of 
Agulnaldo's band at that time. 
We 


found among them one in which Bat 
domero Aguiualdo was ordered to tuke 
command of the provinces of centra 
Luzon and requesting to send as soon 
as possible 400 armed men to Agulnal- 
do's camp. 


N.tiv. Soldi*™ Helped Him. 


"Then and there I conceived the 


idea of arming and equipping a num- 
ber of native troops to pass off as 
these expected re-enforcements and to 
make an endeavor to trap Agninaldo 
in his lair. The expedition was made 
up of four Tagalogs, who were former- 
ly commanding officers in Agulnaldo's 
army, and wbo selected seventy-eight 
men of the Maccabebe scouts, all of 
whom could talk tbe Tagalo. 
1 ob- 


tained a number of captured insur- 
gents' uniforms, and ten Maccabebes 
were equipped" with Remington and 
Mauser rifles. 


"We embarked on the gunboat Vlcks- 


burg and landed on March 14 at 2 
o'clock in the morning. Tbe expedi- 
tion was nominally placed In command 
of Hllarlo Placldo. ex-insurgent colo- 
nel. 
After marching twenty miles we 


reached the town of Caslguran. We 
had sent word to the presldente of tbe 
town through native messengers that 
re-enforcements for Agninaldo were on 
tbe way through bis town. Tbe presi- 
dente was completely deceived. My 
troops bad captured some months ago 
some official paper of General Lacuna, 
bearing his official stamp and seat In 
order to make the deception all the 
more complete we succeeded hi forg- 
ing the signature of Lacuna to letters 
to Agulnaldo. These letters were sent 
ahead, and we followed. 


"The trip to Agulnaldo's camp was 


a most severe one upon the men. Our 
food supply was entirely exhausted, 
and my men were so weak tbat when 
we reached within eight miles of Agul 
naldo's camp we could go no farther. 


Get Food From Agulnaldo. 


"We therefore sent a messenger 


ahead to Agulnaldo's camp, Informing 
him of our plight and requesting that 
he (end us food before we could go 
farther. This was supplied, and the 
disguise and rase adopted by us bad 
been complete. As we had told Agul- 
naldo that we had American prisoners, 
he sent word that they be given their 
liberty. 


"As the Maccabebes approached tbe 


town the troops of Aguinaldo's body 
guard, consisting of fifty men, were 
drawn up in parade to receive the sup- 
posed re-enforcements. The men who 
posed as officers of onr expedition 
marched into the camp and paid their 
respects to Agulnaldo, who received 
them in a large house built on the bank 
•f the Palawan river. 


"After tbe exchange of courtesies 


the officers excused themselves from 
Agulnaldo and his staff for a moment, 
stepped outside and ordered their Mac- 
cabeb* troops drawn np Into line and 
commanded them to commence firing 
Into Agulnaldo's troops. The rout of 
UM Insurgent* -was complete. The »x- 
Insurfent offlcen. the five American* 
and Mveml Maccabeb* scouts immedi- 
ately mad* • rush for the house which 
w*» u*«d M Airoliuldo'* bMdqoart»ni 
and took him prisoner.

American rags were of little use to tbe 
manufacturers of paper because the 
"American people wash too much" 
there was a burst of laughter which . 
ran country wide. 


It appears that the raw material for 


tbe manufacture of paper Is running 
extremely low—so low that the manu- 
facturers are becoming seriously alarm- 
ed. The secretary some time ago is- 
sued a call to the country to save its 
old rags. This call met with consider- 
able response, especially when It was 
explained that the European war had 
virtually Rliut off the importation of 
rags into this country. 


When tbe first consignments 
of 


American rags, principally linens and 
cottons, reached tbe manufacturers 
there was n discordant wall of despair. 
The product would not do.at all, the 
manufacturers said. 
They bad been 


used to the rags of Europe, whicb 
were filthy and contained much of 
their original component parts. 


"The 
American rags are too clean," 


they said. "The American people ap- 
parently are addicted to washing their 
clothes to an extent that destroys tbe 
usefulness of the remnants, so tar as 
paper making is concerned." 


Secretary Kedfleld thereupon Issued 


a grave warning that citizens of tbe 
United States were washing too much 
for the good of the paper makers' in- 
dustry. 
He followed it later with a 


call, however, for such material. More 
than 1.000.000 copies of tbe announce- 
ment 
have 
been 
sent 
broadcast 


throughout the United States and will 
be posted in nostofflees and other pub- 
lic places. 
Chambers of commerce 


and other commercial organizations 
also have been enlisted in the crusade. 


USE ARMORED AEROPLANES. 


New Maohinn to H«v* Steel Plate* on 


Their Bottoms. 


If new aero squadrons are organized 


for service they will be equipped with, 
armored aeroplanes, according to word 
received from Washington at the army 
aviation school at San Diego, Cal. 


Aeroplanes to be supplied to the war 


department hereafter, it was said, were 
to be fitted underneath with a thick 
plate of steel to protect tbe pilot, ob- 
server and engine from rifle or shrap- 
nel fire. The new machines will be of 
the same type as those wbicb Ameri- 
can manufacturers are sending to Eu- 
rope for the French and British flying 
corps. 


Military aeroplanes ordered by the 


war department will be of two types, 
according to the Washington advices. 
One type will have a speed of ninety 
miles an hour and will carry two pas- 
sengers. The other will be capable of 
flying at the rate of ninety-five miles 
an bdkr, carrying pilot, observer and 
bomb thrower. Provision will be made 
on tbe latter class of machines for the 
installation of machine gun* on a mov- 
able base.

Prayed," She Says, 


BANDITS PASSED ABOVE HER 


8t*y*d 1,500 F**t Underground For 


Two Day* With Little Food and 
Waited Until the Danger Had Paw- 
ed—Men In Community Were Away 
•t the Tim*. 


Mrs. Wallace Rogers of Detroit, 


Mich., arrived in El Paso the other 
day with ber flfteen-month-old Infant 
She told how she had bidden with ber 
baby from Mexican bandits for two 
days 1,000 feet and more down in tbe 
shaft of an abandoned mine near Ca- 
nanea. 


Mrs. 
Rogers' husband Is Interested 


In mining property near Cananea, bnt 
was away from home when the little 
colony fled on the approach of tbe 
bandits. 


"The whole country around where I 


was living," said Mrs. Rogers, "was 
filled with abandoned mines, the shafts 
of some of which had been sunk 2,000 
feet or more. Most of the American 
men were away when we beard of 
tbe approach of the bandits. 


"We fled to one of the abandoned 


mines, carrying whatever food we 
could snatch up. One of the men took 
my baby, and we crawled down an 
abandoned shaft by ladders until we 
reached the 1.000 foot level. Here we 
remained for twenty-four hours. 


Go Down Deeper. 


"Finally, as we heard no shooting, 


one of the men ventured to the surface. 
He reported everything quiet, and we 
returned to our homes. 


"We had hardly reached there, how- 


ever, when we again heard the bandits 
were coming. This time we went down 
to tbe 1,500 foot level, where we re- 
mained another day. 
We were in a. 


little spot about ten feet square 
We 


had no lights of any kind, and I had 
only a couple of cans of condensed 
milk to feed my baby. 


"We Just sat there on tbe floor in the 


blackness and prayed. 
At last we 


could stand It no longer. I tblnk we 
•would have all gone mad If we had 
Stayed there. We crawled up Into tbe 
sunshine. There was no sign of the 
bandits, and we made our way safely 
to Cananea, where we got a train.' 


Mrs Rogers declared the Mexican 


bandits not only had no respect for the 
American flag, bnt that It actually in- 
cited them to outrages. The only flag 
that offered any protection at all, she 
•aid, wag the British flag.

Jean Grllllon. subpretect of Verdun 


has told this story of the battle that 
raged around tbat French city: 


"In mid-February tbe general com- 


manding the army hi tbe region of 
Verdun summoned me to his beadqnar 
ten and said- 


" 'An immense attack is going to be 


made in this region. Evacuate all tbe 
villages north of Verdun: we must pre- 
pare the battlefield.' 


"Preparing 
tbe 
battlefield means 


emptying villages and giving the popu- 
lations new shelter and preparing quar- 
ters for the troops. Farm and home- 
steads were vacated and cattle taken 
away. Food stocks were remitted to 
the military commissariat. 


"Then came the order to evacuate 


Verdun. 


"'Verdun is going to be a nest of 


bombs,' the governor told me. I clos 
ed tbe schools and had all the sick re- 
moved to improvised hospitals several 
miles in the rear 
Nevertheless, most 


of tbe citizens refused to quit tbe town 
Arguments being useless. I had to for 
cibly expel them. Only those who b»ave 
lived ttJere can realize the sturdy Lor- 
ralners' attachment for their homes. 


The Firat Big Shell. 


"Only 1,000 Inhabitants 
remained 


when the first fifteen inch shell explod- 
ed In the city 
I Immediately sent out 


a bugler to sound tbe alarm, and every 
one went to the cellars. The best were 
those of tbe subprefecture, where for 
months past I had fortified shelters 
and stored lamps, medical dressings 
and foodstuffs. Here 400 persons took 
refuge 


"The first gust of shells lasted eight 


hours. During a lull I visited other 
cellars and discovered tbat there bad 
been only one death, tbat of a woman 
who had Imprudently rushed to the 
first floor of her home to save some 
papers and bad been killed near a win- 
dow. 


"I ordered the evacuation to con- 


tinue 
We were unable to use our 


railroad depot, which was under fire. 
The people walked west or rode in 
vehicles of all kinds. 


"Next day the shelling continued in- 


termittently, several buildings collaps- 
ing. Happily, no person was wound- 
ed, tbe cellars of those remaining in 
Verdun being unaffected 
Our great- 


est difficulty was to feed the people, 
but we managed to do It 


All Citizen* Sent Away. 


"Two 
nights later more than 100 fif- 


teen inch shells fell in the city At mid- 
night I received a telephone message. 
•Bush out all the remaining civilians 
Immediately and take all the munici- 
pal papers.' 


"The police hurried about in tbe shell 


damaged streets, turning out the re- 
fractory people and shepherding them 
In places of safety beyond the town. 
Then a shell cut our telephone wires 
Tbe Germans next fired 'star shells,' 
which tbrcw a brilliant light over the 
smoking ruins as we mobilized the 
civilians. 


"What we found beneath some of 


these shattered houses was amazing. 
Sick and Infirm old people and chil- 
dren wept bitterly as we hoisted them 
from the cellars Into automobiles wblcb 
rushed them to an outlying station. 
There, in default nf proper train ac 
commodallons. fce packed them in cat- 
tle cars and on open trucks 


"It was bitterly cold, and snow fell 


heav ily Several children died from ex- 
posure during the journrV to Bar-le- 
Duc. 
A number of persons bad wheeled 


tbelr children to tbe station in peram- 
bulators, but these took up too much 
space, so we had to leave them behind. 


"Soon after the soldiers of a regiment 


marching by on tbelr way to the firing 
line were amazed to see scores of these 
empty perambulators being blown 
about by the gusty winds."

PRODUCTS OF FARM 


Quality and Quantity Should Be 


Under Federal Control 


WOULD AVOID ALL MISTAKES 


Chief of Bureau of Market* Say* That 


Six* of Container* Van** In Differ- 
ent Uoealitiee—Retailer* AccuMd of 
Repacking Box** and Giving Con- 
eumer the Short End. 


Charles J. Brand, chief of the bureau 


of markets. United States department 
of agriculture, told the national con- 
ference on marketing and farm cred- 
its, In session in Chicago, that stand- 
ardization of farm products as to qual- 
ity and as to size and type of package 
la necessary as an accurate basis for 
price quotation. He said that accura- 
cy of standards in selling products 
means a smaller margin between tbe 
price paid by consumers and the price 
received by producers. Be thought 
standardization of containers a proper 
subject for federal legislation under 
the weights and measures power of 
the constitution. He said in part: 


"We never can bsive much progress 


until the buyer and the seller are dis- 
cussing the commodity hi tbe same 
terms, and that means that we must 
have grades and standards not only as 
to quality, but as to packages and con 
talners. In order to get an accurate 
idea of tbe diversity which prevails in 
this latter regard C. T. More of tbe de- 
partment of agriculture has made a 
collection showing the size and 'types 
of packages and containers current In 
the trade I assure f ou it Is a motley 
horde and is in itself a complete argu- 
ment for standardization. 


No Box** the Sam*. 


"Mew 
York has one set of grape bas- 


kets, Michigan another and still other 
grape territories other kinds. Some of 
them look very much like others, but 
contain less. Such confusion furnishes 
endless opportunity for manipulation 
and even dishonesty. 


"In the case of strawberry boxes not 


only is there exceedingly great varia- 
tion In tbe cubic contents, but it Is a 
common practice to repack from con- 
tainers of greater capacity to those of 
less in distributing in and to the retail 
trade. 
Likewise with peaches. The 


successful commercial orchardlst packs 
his peaches according to the size of the 
fruit, and often when he buys his own 
fruit he finds tbat where be bad pack- 
ed as high as thirty-six to forty-five in 
each four quart basket the retailer has 
repacked only nineteen to twenty-five 
peaches in the same basket 


"Under the weights and measure 


power of tbe constitution congress has 
recently established the standard bar- 
rel for apples, cranberries and certain 
other fruits. This act becomes effec- 
tive July 1, 1916. Undoubtedly this 
barrel will replace a large number of 
short measure packages which are 
used for potatoes, truck crops, fruit 
aod other things, and which vary In 
capacity from two bushels up-to ten 
or twelve pecks. The standardization 
of apple boxes, berry crates and cups 
and other containers la under consid- 
eration, and we may look forward to 
progress with reference to these."

The European war has taken from 


the seas more than 2.000 merchant ves- 
sels of nearly 4.000,000 tonnage, ac- 
cording to figures published by tbe de- 
partment of commerce. Germany, with 
000 vessels sunk, captured or detained, 
heads the list of losers. 


Two hundred and twenty-five of the 


000 British vessels lost were sunk by 
submarines.

124. The total of neutral losses is put 
•t 736, bat most of these were released

EFFECT OF 2D CHOICE 


VOTES; FLORIDA PRI- 
MARY LAW EXPLAINED 


(By C. O. Andrews, Asst. Atty. Gen'l) 


A great many voters believe that 


they weaken or lessen the chance of 
their first choice candidate by voting a 
second choice authorized by our pres- 
ent primary law. 


This Is Indicated by the fact that the 


official state canvass of the primary 
election held in 1914 shows that only 
a little more than half of the voters 
expressed their second choice. 


Under our mehod of tallying 
and 
canvassing It is impossible to lessen or 
militate against the chance of his first 
' choice to any degree whatever. 


' Section 50 of the primary law pro- 
vides as follows: 


"If any candidate for an office shall 


receive a majority of first choice votes 
he shall be 
such office. declared nominated for 


If no candidate shall re- 


ceive such a majority of first choice 
votes, then the nomination for such of- 
fice shall be determined by excluding 
from farther consideration the candi- 
dacy of all except the two candidates 
who shall have received the greatest 
number of first choice votes, or the 
greatest and equal number of first 
choice votes, and by adding to such 


first choice votes of each of said two 
candidates the second choice votes 
cast 
for 
him 
by 
those 
voters 


whose first choice votes shall have 
been cast for any of the candidates ex- 
cluded as herein provided." 
The portion above seems to be the 


least understood of any part ot the 
primary law. The two candidates re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes go 
into what is termed a "second pri- 
mary." In fact, It was intended for and 
has the same results as a second pri- 
mary, OB held under the primary law 
of this state prior to 1913. 


We offer the following to sustain our 


assertion that the voter to accomplish 
most with his ballot should always 
vote a second choice. 


If a voter's first choice candidate is 


eliminated, not being one ot the high- 
est first choice men, the second choice 
vote of that voter must be counted 
when cast for either of the two men 
In the "second primary." 


It a voter's first and second choice 


candidates are in the "second prima- 
ry," by reason of their being the two 
highest first choice men, his second 
vote cannot be counted, for tbe reason 
that this would permit one's second 
choice vote to cancel his first choice. 


When this condition becomes well 


understood It will undoubtedly cause 
a better exresslon as to political pref- 
erence to come from the voters. In 
fact, the lack of understanding this 
feature has caused a great number of 
voters to cast only a first choice, think- 
ing that by so doing they helped their 


clncts are to arranged that an «ccu 
rate tabulation and return thereof Is 
easily made ot all first choice votes so 
as to show for whom the same voters 
cast^helr second choice. For example 
the certificate of return, where there 
are five candidates for one office, when 
correctly filled out, shows something 
like the following:

Two hundred electors voted 200 first 
choice votes for A. 


And 34 second choice votes for*. 
And 66 second choice votes for C. 
And 42 second choice votes tor D. 
And 58 second choice votes for B.

Two hundred fourteen electors vot- 


ed 214 first choice votes for B. 


And 32 second choice votes tor A. 
And 53 second choice votes for C. 
And 47 second choice votes tor D. 
And SI second choice votes tor E. 


(3) 
Two hundred fifty-four electors voted 


254 first choice votes for C. 


And ,17 second choice votes tor A. 
And 185 second choice votes tor B. 
And 21 second choice votes tor D. 
And 31 second choice votes tor E. 


(4) 


One hundred one electors voted 101 


first choice votes for D. 


And 30 second choice votes tor A. 
And 26 second choice votes for B. 
And 25 second choice votes for C. 
And 20 second choice votes tor E. 


(5) 


One hundred thirty-seven electors 


voted 137 first choice votes for E. 


And 32 second choice votes for A. 
And 25 second choice votes for B. 
And 24 second choice votes for C. 
and 56 second choice votes for D. 
As shown above, B and C being the 


two candidates receiving the highest 
number of first choice votes, are re- 
quired to go into the "second primary" 
This being determined, the canvassers 
first eliminated from consideration all 
the second choice votes mentioned in 
(2) and (3), as they are not to be 
counted, and then they must gather 
B's and C's second choice votes from 
(1), (4) and (5), which may be tabu- 
lated something like the following:

second choice, making a total of 369 
votes, is nominated 


It Is self-evident that a voter may 


lose both his first and second choice 
vote, In the event both his first and 
second choice are eliminated .on tbe 
first choice count However, there is 
nothing new in this fact, for one often 
tost his first and second choice candi- 
dates under the old primary law 


The most complicated feature under 


the primary law of 1913 arose when

Section 8 ot chapter 6874, acts of 


1915, 
amending the Bryan Primary law 


of 1913, reads as follows: 


'Section 8. That section 51 ot tbe 


said act be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


"Section 62. In the event more than 


one candidate Is to be nominated for 
the same office and there are more can- 
didates than should be nominated 
therefor, there shall be as many 
groups ot candidates tor that particu- 
lar office as there are candidates to 
be nominated, and each candidate for 
such'office, in addition to the sworn 
statement required by section 2 here- 
of, shall indicate therein the group 
which he desires his name to appear 
on the ballot, and said groups shall be 
numerically designated. Provided, how- 
ever, that candidates tor delegates to 
national conventions shall not be nom- 
inated by groups, but by a plural vote." 


The above amendment to section 62 


will simplify the canvass, as the vot- 
ers in each group will be counted, ex- 
actly as In the manner provided where 
only one candidate Is to be nominated.

1st the youuges 
major general In the United State 
army. Be was born In Ohio and reare< 
on a Kansas farm 
He had been a re- 


porter, a botanist, an Alaskan explor 
er and a allbusterer and soldier of for 
tune in Cuba before finding his voca 
tion In the regular army. He joined 
the American volunteer forces during 
the Spanish-American war 
Havini 


been instrumental In the capture o 
Agninaldo In the Philippines he wa 
promoted to a brigadier generalship 
He commanded the forces which occu 
pied Vera Cruz and was made a majo 
general In recognition of his services 
In that emergency. 


When Funston captured the Filipino 


chieftain, Emllio Aguinaldo, in 1901 hi 
sent to Washington the following offl 
'clal report of his exploit: 


"On Jan. 14 a special messenger of 


Agulnaldo's headquarters at Palawan 
bearing letters to different generals o! 
his command and to Insurgent chiefs 
asking for re-enforcements to be Kent 
him, 
gave himself up to Lieutenant 


Taylor of the Twenty-fourth Infantry 
who immediately sent him to me ul 
San Isldro. 


"He also had valuable correspond 


ence which gave us Information as to 
the whereabouts and the strength of 
Agiilnaldo's band at that time. We 
found among them one In which Bal 
domero Aguiualdo was ordered to take 
command of the provinces of central 
Luzon and requesting to send as soon 
as possible 400 armed men to Agulnal- 
do's camp 


N»tiv» Soldim Helped Him. 


"Then and there I conceived the 


idea of arming and equipping a num- 
ber of native troops to pass off as 
these expected re-enforcements and to 
make an endeavor to trap Agninaldo 
In his lair The expedition was made 
up of four Tagalogs, who were former- 
ly commanding officers in Agulnaldo's 
army, and who selected seventy-eight 
men of the Maccabebe scouts, all of 
whom could talk the Tagalo. I ob- 
tained a number of captured insur- 
gents' uniforms, and ten Maccabebes 
were eqiifppwT with Remington and 
Mauser rifles. 


"We embarked on the gunboat Vlcks- 


burg and landed on March 14 at 2 
o'clock In the morning The expedi 
tiou was nominally placed In command 
of Hllarlo Placldo. ex-insurgent colo- 
nel. 
After marching twenty miles we 


reached the town of Caslgnran. We 
had sent word to the presldente of the 
town through native messengers that 
re-enforcements for Agninaldo were on 
the way through bis town. The presl- 
dente was completely deceived. My 
troops had captured some months ago 
some official paper of General Lacuna, 
bearing bis official stamp and seal In 
order to make the deception all the 
more complete we succeeded hi forg- 
ing the signature of Lacuna to letters 
to Aguinaldo. These tetters were sent 
ahead, and we followed. 


"The trip to Agulnaldo's camp was 


a most severe one upon the men. Our 
food supply was entirely exhausted, 
and my men were so weak that when 
we reached within eight miles of Agul- 
naldo's camp we> could go no farther. 


Got Food From Aguinaldo. 


'We therefere sent a messenger 


ahead to Agulnaldo's camp, informing 
lim of our plight and requesting that 
lie send us food before we could go 
farther. This was supplied, and the 
disguise and rase adopted by us had 
been complete. As we had told Agui- 
naldo that we had American prisoners, 
he sent word that they be given their 
liberty. 
I 


"As the Maccabebes approached the 


town the troops of Aguinaldo's body- 
ruard. consisting of fifty men, were 
drawn up In parade to receive the sup- 
posed re-enforcements. The men who 
posed as officers of onr expedition 
marched into the camp and paid their 
respects to AgulnaMo. who received 
them In a large house built on the bank 
•f the Palawan river. 


"After the exchange of courtesies 
he officers excused themselves from 
Aguinaldo and his staff for n moment, 
tepped outside and ordered their Mac- 
cabebe troops drawn op Into line and 
commanded them to commence firing 
nto Agulnaldo's troops. The rout of 
be Insurgent*-was complete. The ex- 
nsurgent officers, the five Americans 
and Mveral Maccabeba scouts Immedl- 
tely mad* a rush for th* house which 
was used as AgolnaMo'* headquarters 
and took him prisoner. 


"Agninaldo whan Ant taken prisoner 


raved and twor* at th* deception prac- 
Uetd upon him, bat later accepted tb* 
•ttaadra with dignity."

AMERICANS WASH TOO MUCH, 


SECRETARY REDFIELD SAYS 


A* • Result the Old Rag* Are Not 


Good For Making Papar. 


No one ever accused a man with side 


whiskers with being afflicted with a 
sense of humor, but when Secretary of 
Commerce Redfield announced that 
American rags were of little use to the 
manufacturers of paper because the 
"American people wash too much" 
there was a burst of laughter which 
ran country wide. 


It appears that the raw material for 


the manufacture of paper Is running 
extremely low—so low that the manu- 
facturers are becoming seriously alarm- 
ed. The secretary some time ago is- 
sued a call to the country to save Us 
old rags. This call met with consider- 
able response, especially when It was 
explained that the European war had 
virtually slnit off the importation of 
rags Into this country 


When the first consignments of 


American rags, principally linens and 
cottons, reached the manufacturers 
there was a discordant wall of despair. 
The product would not do.at all, the 
manufacturers said 
They had been 


used to the rags of Europe which 
were filthy and contained much of 
their original component parts 


'Tlie \merlcaii rags are too clean," 


they said. "The American people ap- 
parently are addicted to washing their 
clothes to an extent that destroys the 
usefulness of the remnants, so tar as 
paper making is concerned." 


Secretary Kedfleld thereupon Issued 


a grave warning that citizens of the 
United States were washing too much 
for the good of the paper makers' In- 
dustry. He followed it later with a 
call, however, for such material. More 
than 1.000.000 copies of the announce- 
ment

been 
sent 
broadcast 


throughout the United States and will 
be posted in postofflces and other pub- 
lic places. 
Chambers of commerce 


and other commercial organizations 
also have been enlisted in the crusade. 


USE ARMORED AEROPLANES. 


N«w Machina* to Haw* 8t**l Plate* on 


Th*tr Bottom*, 


If new aero squadrons are organized 


for service they will be equipped with 
armored aeroplanes, according to word 
received from Washington at the army 
aviation school at San Diego, Cal. 


Aeroplanes to be supplied to the war 


department hereafter, it was said, were 
to be fitted underneath with a thick 
plate of steel to protect the pilot, ob- 
server and engine from rifle or shrap- 
nel ore. The new machines will be of 
the same type as those which Ameri- 
can manufacturers are sending to Eu- 
rope for the French and British flying 
corps. 


Military aeroplanes ordered by the 


war department will be of two types, 
according to the Washington advices. 
One type will have a speed of ninety 
miles an hour and will carry two pas- 


igers. The other will be capable of 


lying at the rate of ninety-five miles 
an hdkr, carrying pilot, observer and 
x>mb thrower. Provision will be made 
in the latter class of machines for the 
nstallatlon of machine guns on a mov- 
able base.

HID DEEP IN MINE 


'Must Sat Then In Dark and 


Prayed," She Says, 


BANDITS PASSED ABOVE HER 


Stayed 1,500 F**t Underground For 


Two Day. With Little Food and 
Waited Until th* Danger Had Paw 
•d—Men In Community Wore Away 
•t th. Timo. 


lira. Wallace Rogers of Detroit, 


Mich., arrived In El Paso the other 
day with her flfteen-month-old Infant 
She told how she had bidden with her 
baby from Mexican bandits for two 
days 1,000 feet and more down in the 
(haft of an abandoned mine near Ca- 
nanea. 


Mrs. Rogers' husband Ig interested 


In mining property near Cananea, bat 
was away from home when the little 
colony fled on the approach of the 
bandits. 


"The whole country around where I 


was living," said Mrs. Rogers, "was 
filled with abandoned mines, the shafts 
of some of which had been sunk 2,000 
feet or more. Most of the American 
men were away when we beard of 
the approach of the bandits. 


"We fled to one of the abandoned 


mines, carrying whatever food we 
could snatch up. One of the men took 
my baby, and we crawled down an 
abandoned shaft by ladders until we 
reached the 1.000 foot level. Here we 
remained for twenty-four hours. 


Go Down Deeper. 


"Finally, as we heard no shooting, 


one of the men ventured to the surface. 
He reported everything quiet, and we 
returned to our homes. 


"We had hardly reached there, how- 


ever, when we again heard the bandits 
were coming. This time we went down 
to the 1,500 foot level, where we re- 
mained another day. We were in a 
little spot about ten feet square 
We 


had no lights of any kind, and I had 
only a couple of cans of condensed 
milk to feed my baby. 


"We Just sat there on the floor In the 


blackness and prayed. 
At last we 


conld stand it no longer. I think we 
•would have all gone mad If we had 
stayed there. We crawled up Into the 
sunshine. There was no sign of the 
bandits, and we made our way safely 
to Cananea, where we got a train." 


Mrs Rogers declared the Mexican 


bandits not only had no respect for the 
American flag, but that it actually In- 
cited them to outrages. The only flag 
that offered any protection at all, she 
•aid, was the British flag. 


Union Jack Respected. 


"I am bitterly ashamed to admit It," 


•he said, "but whenever trouble start- 
ed we began to hunt for a 'union Jack.' 
It was by no means a bullet proof 
shield, but it was the only nag I ever 
saw the Mexicans paid any deference 
to.

Jean Grillion. subpretect of Verdun 


has told this story of the battle that 
raged around that French city: 


"In mid-February the general com- 


manding the army hi tbe region of 
Verdun summoned me to his beadqnar 
ten and said' 


" 'An immense attack is going to be 


made in this region. Evacuate all the 
villages north of Verdun: we must pre- 
pare the battlefield.' 


"Preparing the 
battlefield means 


emptying villages and giving the popu- 
lations new shelter and preparing quar- 
ters for the troops. Farm and home- 
steads were vacated and cattle taken 
away. Food stocks were remitted to 
the military commissariat. 


"Then came the order to evacuate 


Verdun. 


"'Verdun Is going to be a nest of 


bombs,' the governor told me. I clos 
ed tbe schools and bad all the sick re- 
moved to Improvised hospitals several 
miles in the rear 
Nevertheless, most 


of tbe citizens refused to quit tbe town 
Arguments being useless. I had to for 
cibly expel them. Only those who h.ave 
lived ttjere can realize the sturdy Lor- 
ralners' attachment for their bomes. 


The First Big Shell. 


"Only 1,000 Inhabitants remained 


when the first fifteen inch shell explod- 
ed in the city 
I immediately sent out 


a bugler to sound the alarm, and every 
one went to the cellars. The best were 
those of tbe subprefecture, where for 
months past I had fortified shelters 
and stored lamps, medical dressings 
and foodstuffs. Here 400 persons took 
refuge 


"The first gust of shells lasted eight 


hours. During a lull I visited other 
cellars aud discovered that there bad 
been only one death, that of a woman 
who had Imprudently rushed to the 
first floor of her home to save some 
papers and bad neon killed near a win- 
dow. 


"I ordered the evacuation to con- 


tinue 
We were unable to use our 


railroad depot, which was under fire. 
The people walked west or rode in 
vehicles of all kinds. 


"Next day the shelling continued in- 


termittently, several buildings collaps- 
ing. Happily, no person was wound- 
ed, the cellars of those remaining in 
Verdun being unaffected 
Our great- 


est difficulty was to feed the people, 
but we managed to do It 


All Citizens Sent Away. 


"Two nights later more than 100 fif- 


teen inch shells fell in the city At mid- 
night I received a telephone message. 
•Bush out all the remaining civilians 
immediately and take all the munici- 
pal papers.' 


"The police hurried about in the shell 


damaged streets, turning out the re- 
fractory people and shepherding them 
in places of safety beyond the town. 
Then a shell cut our telephone wires 
The Germans next fired 'star shells.' 
which threw a brilliant light over the 
smoking ruins as we mobilized the 
civilians. 


"What we found beneath some of 


these shattered houses was amazing. 
Sick and inflrm old people and chil- 
dren wept bitterly as we hoisted them 
from the cellars into automobiles wblcb 
rushed them to an outlying station. 
There. In default of proper train ac 
commodallons. fte packed them in cat- 
tle cars and on open trucks 


"It was bitterly cold, and snow fell 


heav ily Several children died from ex- 
posure during the jourMsr to Bar-le- 
Duc. 
A number of persons bad wheeled 


their children to the station in peram- 
bulators, but these took up too much 
space, so we had to leave them behind. 


"Soon after the soldiers of a regiment 


marching by on their way to the firing 
Une were amazed to see scores of these 
empty perambulators being blown 
about by the gusty winds."

Chief of Bureau of Markets Say* That

Charles J. Brand, chief of the bureau 


of markets. United States department 
of agriculture, told the national con- 
ference on marketing and farm cred- 
its, in session in Chicago, that stand- 
ardization of farm products as to qual- 
ity and as to size and type of package 
is necessary as an accurate basis for 
price quotation. He said that accura- 
cy of standards in selling products 
means a smaller margin between the 
price paid by consumers and the price 
received by producers. He thought 
standardization of containers a proper 
subject for federal legislation under 
the weights and measures power of 
the constitution. He said in part: 


"We never can bare much progress 


until the buyer and the seller are dis- 
cussing the commodity in the same 
terms, and that means that we must 
have grades and standards not only as 
to quality, but as to packages and con 
tainers. In order to get an accurate 
idea of the diversity which prevails in 
this latter regard C. T. More of the de- 
partment of agriculture has made a 
collection showing the size and -types 
of packages and containers current in 
the trade 
I assure f ou it Is a motley 


horde and is In itself a complete argu- 
ment for standardization. 


No Box** th* Sam*. 


"New York has one set of grape bas- 


kets, Michigan another and still other 
grape territories other kinds. Some of 
them look very much like others, but 
contain less. Such confusion furnishes 
endless opportunity for manipulation 
and even dishonesty. 


"In the case of strawberry boxes not 


only ig there exceedingly great varia- 
tion in the cubic contents, but it Is a 
common practice to repack from con- 
tainers of greater capacity to those of 
less in distributing in and to the retail 
trade. Likewise with peaches. The 
successful commercial orchardlst packs 
his peaches according to the size of the 
fruit, and often when he buys his own 
fruit he finds that where he bad pack- 
ed 01 high as thirty-six to forty-five in 
each four quart basket the retailer ha* 
repacked only nineteen to twenty-five 
peaches in the same basket 


"Under the weights and measure 


power of the constitution congress has 
recently established the standard bar- 
rel for apples, cranberries and certain 
other fruits. This act becomes effec- 
tive July 1, 1910. Undoubtedly this 
barrel will replace a large number of 
short measure packages which are 
used for potatoes, truck crops, fruit 
and other things, and which vary In 
capacity from two bushels up-to ten 
or twelve pecks. The standardization 
of apple boxes, berry crates and cups 
and other containers la under consid- 
eration, and we may look forward to 
progress with reference to these."

The European war has taken from 


the seas more than 2.000 merchant ves- 
sels of nearly 4.000,000 tonnage, ac- 
cording to figures published by tbe de- 
partment of commerce.

flrst couple of days and were left to 
the coyotes and tbe bmzards that trail 
every column.

Mexicans Amazed by Expedition. 
The few Mexicans encountered stand 


at the roadside and view the long pro- 
cession of Americans, that must seem 
to them Interminable, In dumb amaze 
meet. They offer no comment, bow 
ever, but ruth around hunting up eggs 
and other articles to sell to the soldiers. 


The squadron of seven aeroplanes 


which passed over the Use of march 
from Columbus, headed south and 
moving so high that they looked like a 
flock of buzzards, reduced the Mexi- 
cans to silent wonder.
